WASHINGTON (U PI) — President Carter told Dem ocratic congressional leaders 
today he still believes em phasis in his economic stimulus package should be on a tax 
rebate in the first year rather than on the creation of more jobs. 
Carter held his first meeting with the Dem ocratic leaders since taking office six 
days ago. Rep. John Bradem as, D-Ind., the No. 3 ranking House Dem ocrat, said 
Carter “ pledged to meet Congress more than half way on his (legislative) 
proposals.“ 
Bradem as said Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill told Carter he hoped four m ajor bills — 
economic, government reorganization, energy and a code of ethics — will be law by 
the time Congress takes its August recess. 
Bradem as said Carter repeated his determination to reach a balanced budget by 
1980 and said the President told them “ the only way is to have som e stimulus. The tax 
rebate in the first year is the best way because it’s the fastest way to stim ulate con­ 
sumer purchasing power and then we can act on public works.” 
Labor leaders and some m em bers of Congress have urged that em phasis in the 
economic legislation be on jobs first because, they argue, tax rebates have shown in 
the past to have little impact on stimulating the economy. 
Bradem as said C arter reported he will have “ a tight budget and wants to be con­ 
strained in federal expenditures.” 
Carter also said he hopes to have his energy bill sent to Congress by April 20 and a 
welfare reform proposal by May 1 
Other points m ade by Carter, according to Bradem as, were: 
— His expectation that his decree to keep the therm ostat at 65 in government 
buildings “ will be in effect for the next several years ’. 
— Vice President Walter Mondale’s trip to Europe is going fine but he is 
“ concerned about Germ any’s decision to sell nuclear processing plants ” 
— He “ intends to do everything possible to minimize federal guidelines, paper 
work, regulations and directives."

Carter objects to a West Germ an 
agreement to construct a plant in Brazil 
for reprocessing spent nuclear reactor 
fuel becau se it would give B razil 
plutonium, which can be used only for 
making weapons 
“ I said that the Federal Republic of 
Germany always has fully lived up to its 
international obligations, including those

New Englanders got a new snowfall, 
closing some schools, putting new holes 
in snow removal budgets and bringing 
warnings of flooding in Maine if the thaw 
comes early. 
Nearly 250,000 workers in Tennessee, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia. Georgia. 
Ohio, Florida and M ississippi were idled 
prim arily by power and gas cutbacks 
resulting from the unprecedented cold 
that hit the Midwest and the unprepared 
Southland this month 
In Ohio. Columbia G as of Ohio said it 
would have to deprive 15,000 business 
custom ers of more gas. beginning Feb 1 
in a fourth round of cutbacks necessary 
to m ake sure a m illion residential 


custom ers have enough for the winter. 
Big Owens-Illinois in Toledo said the 
situation was “ very, very serious," and 
could lead to heavy layoffs. 
In Alabama, more than 4,000 of about 
10.000 workers at U.S. Steel’s Fairfield 
works in Birmingham remain on fur­ 
lough with no im m ediate prospect of 
recall. Southern Natural G as. the firm ’s 
supplier—as it is for much of Alabam a, 
Georgia, M ississippi, South Carolina and 
parts of Tennessee and Florida, says it 
may be the end of February or the first 
of March before it can resume service to 
industry 
Gov. Jam es Rhodes declared a natural 
gas em ergency in hard-hit Ohio and the 
Ohio general assem bly called a special 
session to ratify it.

Noting that the Ford adm inistration in­ 
creased money for weapons between $3 
and $5 billion in each of the last two 
years, Brown noted it had funds left over 
that it had not obligated for spending at 
the close of each fiscal year. 
“ I’m going to have to look at that and 
see if there has been some inefficiency 
and w aste,” Brown said “ My judgment 
is there m ay have been, looking at these 
unobligated balances.” 


GO P liberals 
urge Bell 
be rejected 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Two liberal 
Republican senators today urged Griffin 
Bell be rejected as attorney general, 
calling him insensitive on civil rights 
m atters. 
But despite the strong opposition of 
GOP Sens 
Edward Brooke of M as­ 
sach u setts and C harles M athias of 
M aryland, am ong others, Bell w as 
expected to be confirmed later today by 
overwhelming vote 
As the Senate launched a scheduled 
eight hours of debate on President 
C arter’s m ost controversial cabinet 
nominee, Brooke — the Senate’s only 
b la c k 
— 
a c c u s e d c o n g r e s s io n a l 
D em ocrats of “ a double stan dard ” 
toward nominees of their own party. 
Brooke criticized Bell’s civil rights 
record as a judge on the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
Mathias, recalling Bell’s service in the 
late 1950s to segregationist Gov Ernest 
Vandiver of Georgia, said, "There has to 
be some am ple evidence that there has 
been repentance and a change of heart 
“ I have to say that I think he lacks sen­ 
sitivity,” M athias said “ I don’t find in 
his record that he encouraged the m arch 
of law toward equality and justice in a 
difficult time .” 


UN nominee predicts U.S. 
will seek Viet recognition 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Rep Andrew 
Young, President C arter’s nominee as 
U.S. am bassador to the United Nations, 
predicted today the new administration 
will move shortly towards “ som e kind of 
recognition” for Vietnam. 
At his Senate confirmation hearing, 
the Georgia Dem ocrat also strongly 
backed m ajority rule for Rhodesia and 
South Africa and said he will be the first 
high official of the new administration to 
travel to Africa. 
He told reporters he plans to leave 
next week for Tanzania and Nigeria. 
Asked by Sen. George McGovern, D- 
S.D., if the United States will stop veto­ 
ing moves to adm it Communist Vietnam 
to the United Nations, Young replied: 


“ I certainly hope so, and it is the inten­ 
tion of the secretary of state (Cyrus 
Vance) and the President to move forth 
strongly in that direction 
I hope we 
would improve our bilateral relations 
before that issue cam e up.” 
Young said he expects Vance to in­ 
itiate talks with the Communist govern­ 
ment of Vietnam in 60 to 90 days to 
resolve outstanding issues over the ac­ 
counting of m issing in action personnel. 


“ The President has no objection to 
moving towards som e kind of recogni- 


tion of Vietnam and admission to the 
United Nations,” he said. 
At the start of confirmation hearings 
today, chairman John Sparkman, D-Ala., 
predicted the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee would give Young’s nomina­ 
tion speedy approval The Senate also ap­ 
peared ready to confirm him with little 
difficulty. 
However, Rep 
Larry McDonald. D- 
G a., told the com m ittee he opposed 
Young’s appointment. 
“ Young has made it clear that his 
views are outside the m ainstream of 
American 
constitutional 
thought 
and 
tradition,” the conservative m ember of 
the House charged. 
Sim ilarly, Alan Ogden, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Labor P arty, opposed 
Young's nomination because of his 
participation in the Trilateral Com m is­ 
sion formed by New York banker David 
Rockefeller to improve economic ties 
between the United States, West Europe 
and Japan. 
Young, seeking to explain their opposi­ 
tion, said: “ I’ve alw ays tried to recon­ 
cile diverse tensions of our society.” 
Young confirmed he plans to travel to 
Africa shortly after his Senate confirm a­ 
tion, and said he would be the first high 
official of the administration to go there.

Parsons said a meeting of the five counties — 
including Santa Barbara — contracting with the 
state has resulted in a pledge to “ join together to 
seek full reimbursement of costs’ incurred by 
the counties in providing such protection 
The county s push to raise the state s reim ­ 
bursement to about $12 million per year to 
reflec t true county costs will start 
within the 
next two weeks” when the five counties will 
m eet in Los Angeles with Louis Moran State 
Fire Service director, and State Finance Direc­ 
tor Roy Bell 
Parsons who has taken a leading part in the 
move 
said if state officials don t provide 
satisfaction to the counties, 
we will go to the 
State Legislature where we think we would get 
something done 
Other counties involved are Los Angeles Ven­ 
tura Kern and Mann 


Parsons said the state should be paving the 
counties for their costs in funding unemploy­ 
ment benefits and workmen s compensation, but 
haven t done so He said the county's cost for­ 
mula has been adopted by the other four counties 
and 
confirmed by the state 
Moran 
according to Parsons 
is 
leaning 
towards supporting an increase m the contrac­ 
tual allowance to cover the cost of employe 
benefits 
The disparity between actual county costs and 
what the state has reimbursed the county in 
previous \ears was brought out as a result of the 
highly-detailed county split feasibility study by 
the auditor-controller s office when Paul Floyd. 
Parsons predecessor engaged m the study after 
a request by Supervisor Harrell Fletcher of 
Santa Maria 
The county has been particularly insistent on 
getting its full share of costs back from the state 
after a disappointing experience with state fire 
service authorities last year 
The state went 
back on an earlier prom se to take over the 
county fire department according to county of­ 
ficials when Gov Brown s office intervened 
Supervisors raise restaurant

“This is disgraceful,” he ad­ 
ded. although he commented 
later that the slow n ess of 
Congress in getting off the 
ground may prove to be advan­ 
tageous to President Jimmy 
Carter 
Lagomarsino said he had met 
the President, as had other 
members of Congress, and that 
Carter had told him. “ I need 
your help 
‘ He a lso ask ed 
N orm a 
(Lagomarsino’s wife) what her 
first name was — for whatever 
significance that may have.’ 
the congressman commented 
Lagomarsino said he will in­ 
troduce legislation possibly this 
week to prohibit American 
tankers carrying oil 
from 
Alaska to pass inside the Santa 
Barbara Channel on the way 
down the coast 
This, he said, will not repre­ 
sent any great hardship to the 
tankers and will minimize the 
chances of the shoreline being 
polluted by any spillage of oil 
should an accident occur. 
Lagomarsino said he had not 
received any response to an in­ 
quiry his office had made into 
the procedures followed by the 
Econom ic D evelopm ent Ad­ 
ministration in allocating $2 
billion in funds under the Public 
Works Employment Act of 1976. 
"I really don't expect to hear 
much from the inquiry,” he 
said, adding that he feels it is 
unfair to blame the EDA entire­ 
ly for the way the funds were 
allocated 


"The big problem was the 
way the law was written in the 
first place,” he said, pointing 
out that lor the most part the 
EDA probably was hampered 
by the restrictions in the act 


Lagomarsino indicated that 
while the 
federal agencies 
seem disinclined to respond to 
inquiries by concerned areas 
into the PWEA funds, such in­ 
formation is going to be very 
important to future legislation

$50 to $200 rebates eyed 
as stimulus to economy 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Budget Director Bert Lance 
said today the Carter adminis­ 
tration has decided on a $30 
billion econom ic stim ulus 
package including rebates of 
about $50 to $200 for individuals. 
Lance, in a meeting with 
reporters, said the administra­ 
tion had also decided on a 
bigger, more flexible tax cut 
for b usin ess. He said the 
business reduction would be 
about $2.5 billion, up from an 
e a r ly 
suggestion of 
about $2 billion. 
President Carter, Lance said, 
would probably outline his 
proposals in a message to 


Congress within about a week. 
Lance also said the adminis­ 
tration would accept President 
Ford’s $440 billion budget for 
fiscal 1978 with few exceptions. 
“It will be a Ford budget with 
Carter amendments.” 
D uring a m eetin g w ith 
reporters, Lance said the ad­ 
ministration had settled on tax 
cuts for the next two years of 
about $30 billion. Earlier, the 
tax cut package had ranged 
from a low of $23 billion to a 
high of $32 billion. 
Lance said Congress would be 
asked to approve rebates for in­ 
dividuals of about $50 for each 
exemption, up to an income of 


about $17,000. 
The administration had first 
considered a break for busi­ 
nesses in the form of a 5 per 
cent credit for payroll taxes. 
Lance said the administration 
thinking now was that the 
payroll tax credit would be 4 
per cent and the investment tax 
credit now in effect would be in­ 
creased from 10 per cent to 12 
per cent. 
Lance said the “congres­ 
sional leadership has been very 
responsive” to the tax propo­ 
sals, although there was still a 
strong feeling in Congress that 
more efforts had to be made to 
stimulate employment. 
Natural gas price control 
removal may be requested 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Carter is expected to 
ask Congress to legislate, in ef­ 
fect, a six-month removal of 
price controls on natural gas, 
congressional sources said to­ 
day. 
The natural gas legislation, 
discussed at a White House 
m e e tin g 
w ith

representatives last weekend, 
w ould 
be 
b u ilt 
arou n d 
emergency authorities to get 
through the winter. 


Rep John Brademas, D-Ind., 
House Democratic whip, was at 
a leadership meeting at the 
White House today and said 
Carter will ask for emergency 


legislation to solve “a very 
serious problem with natural 
8a 
s 
” 
The bill, Brademas said, 
would include emergency sales 
procedures for natural gas 
needed for home heating, as 
well as some stress on conser­ 
vation. 
Staff members of the Senate 
and House commerce commit­ 
tees and sources close to the 
Friday meeting said the legisla­ 
tion is likely to include: 
—A six-month period in which 
interstate pipelines could buy 
natural gas on an emergency 
basis outside the regular price 
controls of the Federal Power 
Commission. Emergency sales 


are limited to 60 days now. A 
180-day period would have the 
effect of deregulation of natural 
gas prices for half the year. 
—Emergency authority for 
the President, through someone 
he designates, to direct pipe­ 
lines to transfer supplies of gas 
among themselves, to get gas to 
areas where the highest- 
priority users, homes and 
hospitals, may be threatened 
with shortages. 
Brademas said Carter re­ 
marked today that his direction 
to put thermostats at 65 degrees 
throughout the federal govern­ 
ment will probably have to stay 
in effect “for the next several 
years.”

Maternity leave policies will 
get attention of high court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court announced to­ 
day it will decide whether 
employers can deny ordinary 
sick pay and possibly seniority 
rights to women on maternity 
leave. 
The two cases from Tennes­ 
see and California differ from 
the recent General Electric 
case where the court held ex­ 
clusion of pregnancy from 
employer disability insurance 
plans is not a violation of 
federal law. 
The justices refused to recon­ 
sider the GE decision. 
In another case important to 
women, the court rejected In­ 
diana’s request that it recon­ 
sider last term's ruling denying 
parents the right to veto abor­ 
tions for unwed minors. 
In lawsuits involving school 
desegregation and housing — 
from Indianapolis. Ind., and 
Toledo, Ohio, respectively — 
the justices ordered more 
proceedings in lower courts to 
determine whether there was 
intentional 
government dis­ 
crimination The court has held 
that a constitutional violation 


cannot be based solely on the ef­ 
fect of an official action. 
The Indianapolis school order 
required busing of 6,533 black 
children from the city to 
predominantly white schools in 
surrounding Marion County. 
But in another school case 
from 
Louisville the court 
rejected the appeal of the Jef­ 
ferson County (Ky.) Board of 
education from a 1975 court- 
ordered desegregation plan ad­ 
ding 23.000 students to those be­ 
ing bused 


In th e T o le d o c a s e a 
homebuilder and the local hous­ 
ing authority claim ed dis­ 
crimination when the city plan­ 
ning commission rejected plans 
for 140 low-income housing un- 
its 
in 
m o s tly 
w h ite 
neighborhoods. 


In the criminal field, the 
court ruled 6 to 3 that police 
warnings of right to silence and 
to have a lawyer are not 
required when a suspect volun­ 
tarily goes to the station house 
and admits to a crime after be­ 
ing questioned behind closed 
doors. 


In other actions, the court: 
— Agreed to decide whether 
city officials can be sued under 
federal civil rights law if the 
money sought as restitution 
comes out of public funds 
— Agreed to decide whether a 
criminal defendant may be 
tried before a jury of only five 
members. 
— Agreed to decide whether 
federal judges may authorize 
FBI agents to record numbers 
dialed at a particular tele­ 
phone, and whether the tele­ 
phone company may be ordered 
to cooperate. 
— Rejected an invitation to 
decide whether a state child 
custody order must be respect­ 
ed in all other states. 
— Refused to schedule a 
quick decision on whether the 
government can go ahead with 
its efforts under antitrust law 
to dismantle the giant Ameri­ 
can Telephone and Telegraph 
Co The issue in dispute — the 
jurisdiction of federal courts 
over the case — will come up by 
way of the U S Court of Ap­ 
peals here. 


Rhodesia talks might resume

tor Ivor Richard said today the 
Geneva conference on the 
future of Rhodesia might still 
resume despite Prime Minister 
Ian Smith’s rejection of the 
latest British proposals

The envoy, who is chairman 
of the G en eva ta lk s on 
Rhodesia, said the conference 
might still be revived “provid­ 
ed Mr Smith was prepared to 
negotiate seriously on the basis 
of the fram ew ork of our 
proposals." 
He said he would remain in 
Johannesburg at least another 
day “to see which way the dust 
settles." 
Richard said he believed 
Smith's major objection to the 


proposals was that Rhodesian 
whites would not accept it. 
“This is quite unprovable.” he 
said 


Giscard says France will 
avoid oil price gouging 


RIYADH , Saudi A rabia 
(UPI) — French President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing said 
today France will see to it that 
its people are not overcharged 
following the latest oil price in­ 
creases ordered by producing 
countries 
Giscard also told a news con­ 
ference at the end of a four-day 
visit to Saudi Arabia that 
France would be prepared to 
participate in Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations and to join 
in guarantees of a final overall 
settlement. 
“France will take the neces­ 
sary measures so that the re­ 
cent moderation in oil price in­ 
creases will be reflected in the 
prices paid by consumers, 
Giscard said 
He was referring to last 
month s split decision on price 
hikes by oil ministers of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries at a meeting 
in Doha, capital of Qatar Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates opted for a 5 per cent 
increase while the 11 other 
members agreed on a 10 per 
cent boost, with an additional 5 
per cent on July 1. 
Under an agreement signed 
in Riyadh Monday, Saudi 
Arabia will supply France with 
292 5 million barrels of oil over 
the next three years 
This 
means that France will get 
about 45 million tons of Saudi 
oil annually until 1979 com­ 
pared with 39.11 million tons 
imported from the Arab coun­ 
try last year. 
Giscard praised Saudi Arabia 
for its attitude on prices. 
“We appreciate the modera- 


tion shown by 
Giscard said 
stems from a 
m ent of the 


Saudi Arabia,” 
“This position 
correct assess- 
international 
economic realities, and the 
need to avoid any action that 
would increase inflation 
Giscard said France would be 
willing to participate in a 
resumed Arab-lsraeli peace 
conference at Geneva “ if 
French presence does not stand 
in the way of success " 
Saudi King Khaled said Mon­ 
day the Arabs would like 
France to attend the conferen­ 
ce.

The oil, in globules one to two 
inches in diameter, was depos­ 
ited along a section 200 to 300 
yards long at the high-tide mark 
of Newcomb Hollow, a Coast 
Guard spokesman said. 


The spokesman said it was 
not known where the oil came 
from Samples were taken for 
examination, the he said. 


An observation plane was 
scheduled to fly over the area 
today to determine whether 
there is any slick on the water 
near the beach, the spokesman 
said Also, guardsmen were to 
check other sections of the 
shoreline to determine if oil 
was deposited elsewhere. 


The Coast Guard spokesman 
said discovery of a body, 
believed to be that of a 
crewman from a fishing boat 
which went down during rough 
weather Oct. 24 may be linked 
to the oil spill. The body was 
recovered in the Atlantic Mon­ 
day about four miles out from 
the beach 
Provincetown police said the 
body was from the fishing boat 
Patricia Mane but withheld the 
name of the crewman pending 
notification of relatives. 
The Coast Guard spokesman 
said it was possible the oil at 
Newcomb Hollow may have 
come from the Patricia Marie 
He said there was “only a small 
possibility” it was from the 
tanker Argo Merchant, which 
broke up on Nantucket Shoals 
last month and spilled millions 
of gallons of oil. 
Nantucket Shoals is more 
than 50 miles from Wellfleet

Strikers 
paralyze 
Spain 


MADRID. Spain (UPI) — 
More than 100,000 workers 
paralyzed Spanish industry with 
a general strike in several 
major cities today to protest 
the savage submachine gun sl­ 
aying of four left-wing la­ 
wyers. 
Students clashed with police 
for the third consecutive day in 
the escalating spiral of political 
violence that has claimed at 
least six lives since Sunday. 
Premier Adolfo Suarez held 
cr isis talks with his key 
ministers and Vice Premier 
Alfonso Osorio postponed a trip 
to the United States 
Political figures said the 
violence, the worst since the 
death of dictator Francisco 
Franco 14 months ago, was an 
attempt by extremists of the 
left and the right to sabotage 
Spanish dem ocracy at its 
rebirth. The nation is heading 
for its first free elections in 41 
years. 
Police fired smoke flares and 
used clubs to scatter students 
protesting the death of two of 
their colleagues in street 
demonstrations. The students 
roamed their campuses, defy­ 
ing an order to close all three of 
M adrid's 
u n iversities 
in­ 
definitely. 
The strikes paralyzed many 
plants in Madrid and Bar­ 
celona, including the SEAT 
auto factory, Spain s biggest in­ 
dustrial plant Strikes also hit 
public services, government of­ 
fices and schools 
Labor sources estimated the 
number of strikers at far more 
than 100.000 
Underground left-wing labor 
unions called the strikes only 
hours after suspected right- 
wing extremists attacked the 
office of a Communist labor 
lawyer with submachine guns, 
killing four lawyers and injur­ 
ing six others 
“Two men in green trench- 
coats walked in, shouted Look 
at us’’ and opened fire with 
tom m yguns,’’ one survivor 
said 


The first policeman at the 
scene of the slaughter turned 
around and fled in horror, press 
reports said.

Growing older 


Over-60s take pride 
in their klutziness

Unfortunately, some of the most descriptive words we use can t be found in 
most dictionaries. Consider the word “klutz.” 
Even Webster’s Second International edition doesn’t have it The page on 
which “ klutz” should be jumps from “klosh” (a Scandinavian sailor) to “klux­ 
er” (a member of the KKK). Nevertheless, let us consider the klutz. 
Naturally, we deal-with the way in which klutzdom affects the lives of the 
olderly of both sexes. 
No matter how klutzy a young man is, he eventually can, for example, drive a 
nail into a board. 
Young women, on the other hand, aren’t klutzy at all. Even those whose 
figures aren’t exactly svelte manage to act with elan 
But youthful klutzes eventually age At that point, the lady klutz becomes 
dowdy and the male klutz m isses the nail entirely. The hammer bashes the 
hand which holds the nail Philosophically, he says. “ It’s the damn bifocals ” 
He then calls a carpenter. 
In women of our age group klutziness develops differently. Actually, it begins 
only in later years Nobody ever expected her to hammer nails. Nor did she 
have occasion to exhibit manual dexterity in other ways. Our generation as­ 
signed the Mr Fixit” role to us men Klutziness, therefore, doesn’t relate to 
manual inefficiency among women 
The way klutziness shows up in many older women is in their posture, their 
way of walking Hard work makes them look likes klutzes And why not? We 
must remember that most women who are now senior citizens spent 40 years of 
their lives standing before a stove cooking three meals a day plus all that 
endless bending-down, picking-up and putting away of children’s toys, un­ 
derwear and assorted paraphernalia. Moreover, if friend husband is, or was, a 
slob note that she had to clean up after him. 
The somewhat shambling saunter which replaced the light step and pur­ 
poseful stride of youth is therefore a badge of success It represents decades of 
hard, unrewarded work. 
To understand that makes it necessary for us to bring a new and more 
favorable meaning to the term “klutz." The task, really, is to remove from the 
word 
klutz” all derogatory and pejorative interpretations 
The noun “klutz” and the adverbs “klutzy" and “klutziness" must be ac­ 
cepted as proper for dictionaries. Such a dictionary definition would, of course, 
differentiate between young klutzes and elderly klutzes. 
For the under-60s, the definition should read; “Klutz — (1) a male young 
person who is inept. A fumbler. A person who trips over rugs Ref . “A bull in a 
china shop ’ Klutz, young fem ale; a species virtually unknown ” 
For the over-60s “ Klutz — (2) a dignified elderly person whose appearance 
and walk and demeanor reflect years of difficult labor and service to a family 
to community and to society as a whole Ref Female; “A patient Grizelda ’ 
Ref Male: “ A clumsy oaf 
Also, we must get people to understand that to be a klutz is a high honor. We 
must wear our klutziness the way Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts wear merit 
badges 
The suggestion here is that klutz organizations be formed all over America. 
Membership will be limited to men and women over 60 Junior Klutz Societies 
will recruit people aged 50 and not yet 60 To be accepted, the juniors will be 
required to prove themselves If they really can convince us that they had as 
hard a time in their working life as we over-60s had, their junior membership 
applications would be accepted 
We will launch our pro-klutz campaign with a slogan contest among retired 
advertising copywriters. Artists will design appropriate banners on which the 
winning slogans will be emblazoned. They will be carried in parades and 
demonstrations The letter “ K" will be worn as lapel buttons so that klutzes 
can identify one another and compare the m iseries they suffered when they 
were young That will prove their right to klutzdom 
It would benefit us seniors to form the National Klutz Society of America, if 
only to get us out of unwelcome chores It would be a good thing to hold our 
Klutz Society elections of officers after the presidential bash We wouldn’t 
want to confuse things any more than they are already, would we?

The Board of Supervisors got 
through two-fifths of the am ­ 
bitious Santa Y nez V alley 
agricultural rezoning project 
Monday, with a minimum of 
o b je c tio n s 
from 
p rop erty 
ow ners 
p rotesting 
“ down- 
zoning' of their lands. 
In supporting recommenda­ 
tions of the County Planning 
Commission in every instance, 
the supervisors voted down 
p ro tests of Santa Barbara 
m illio n a ir e 
b u sin e ssm a n 
Hastings Harcourt and Santa 
B arbara 
P r o p e r tie s. 
Inc. 
against downzoning of their 
properties in the area between 
Solvang and Buellton 
An 839-acre sector northwest 
of Solvang including 310 acres 
ow ned 
by 
Santa 
B arbara 
Properties. Inc. was rezoned 
from 10-acre to 20-acre general 
agriculture, thus cutting poten­ 
tial density in half Five other 
owners in that area didn't enter 
protests at the hearing. 
Harcourt, at one time owner 
of many hundreds of acres in 
the Valley, lost out in his plea to 
the board to retain five-acre 
general agricultural zoning for 
his land in the sam e area But 
the board opted for 10-acre AG 
zoning instead “ I'd be terribly 
surprised if you didn't throw 
me a crumb.” Harcourt told the 
board before its decision 
He 
said he had once spent $20.000 
for a single envifonmental im ­ 
pact report on a subdivision 
project that was gunned down 
several years ago. and has “suf­ 
fered an enormous financial 
loss in not being allowed to 
develop 
his land. 
John W ie s te r , 
B u e llto n 
rancher, told the board that 
rezoning of corridor lands 
between Solvang and Buellton. 
the largest towns in the Valley, 
was particularly important in 
order to keep the two com ­ 
munities separate to pursue 
t h e ir 
ow n 
‘ u n iq u e 
characteristics' 
and to main­ 
tain their tourist economy 


The other primary aim, he 
said, w as to preserve the 
Valley’s best agricultural lands 
and p rotect it from urban 
encroachm ent 
which 
would 
take place in many areas if 
“ranchette style’’ zoning of five 
acres was allowed to stand. 


Willy Chamberlin. Los Olivos 
rancher who joined Wiester in 
presenting the case for rezoning 
as originally proposed by the 
Santa Ynez V alley General 
Plan Advisory Committee and 
later revised when parcel maps 
becam e available, told 
the 
board that rezoning of the 
Valley's agricultural lands had 
been started years ago with ad­ 
vent of the county’s highly suc­ 
cessful agricultural 
preserve 
program. 


Rezoning in many cases as 
a d vocated 
in 
the p resen t 
program will allow landowners 
to g et in to th e p r e se r v e 
p rogram . 
F ourth D istr ic t 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund said 
he had done som e research and 
found out property owners paid 
out three tim es as much in 
taxes for non-preserve land as 
they do for land under such 
protection from urbanization. 


R ezon in g a c tio n s of the 
supervisors Monday involved 
not only the flat prime lands 
between Buellton and Solvang 
along State Rt 246 and running 
south dow nward the Santa 
Ynez River, but also in the 
B allard C anyon Rd 
area 
northwest of Solvang, and what 
Wiester termed a “40,000 acre 
island mostly in an area of 
agricultural preserves 
west of 
Highway 101 and lying between 
Highway I and Santa Rosa Rd. 
south and west of Buellton. 


The rezoning move is aimed 
at keeping five-acre ranchette 
development from sprouting in 
the m id st of c o m m er c ia l 
agricultural area, the board

ing areas 
The rezoning move is aimed 
at encouraging growth in town 
and in the community service 
areas as a means of helping the 
taxpayer, the supervisors were 
told. 
Jake Burchardi. of Solvang. 
protested that the Santa Bar­ 
bara Properties, Inc. property 
probably 
should 
have been 
rezoned to 100-acre general 
agricultural 
He said he also 
felt the supervisors were “ glos­ 
sing over“ recommendations to 
drop rezoning moves on some 
properties, 
in approving the 
recommendations. 
The supervisors earlier had 
agreed to act on the rezoning 
proposals of the planning body 
by area rather than on in­ 
dividual parcels. The Valley is 
set out in five areas for the 
rezoning 


The board handled Areas 1 
and 5 Monday, and will take up 
Areas 4 and 6 Feb. 7 and finish 
with Areas 7, 2 and 3 Feb 14 
The rezoning ordinance could 
become effective in about 60 
days from Jan. 14, it was felt, 
by following this schedule 


At one point during Monday s 
discussion. 
Fourth 
D istrict 
Supervisor 
Robert 
Hedlund 
asked the board to consider 
banning further lot splits >n the 
affected areas pending board 
determination and implementa­ 
tion of the ordinances 


But Planning Director Britt 
Johnson said he did not think 
that was a legal approach. 
There was no way to do this ex­ 
cept 
b> 
interim ordinance, 
which requires a four-fifths 
vote, he declared 
The big risk probably would 
involve the Valley floor area 
where five-acre zoning occurs 
Johnson felt, but he pointed out 
there was not much danger of 
many future lot split applica­ 
tions as “ most lot splits take six 
to nine months" to carry out.

Death penalty vote seen in 45 days

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
chairman of the Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee 
predicts the first key vote on 
legislation reinstating the death 
penalty would be taken by his 
committee within 45 days. 
“If there is going to be any 
action, it should be taken in 30 
to 45 days.” Assemblyman Ken 
Maddy. R-Fresno, told report­ 
ers after the first legislative 
hearing on the issue of restor­ 
ing capital punishment in 
California. 
Such action would be remark­ 
ably swift for a committee 
which has been known in past 
years for a lengthy, meticulous 
hearing process. And, testimo­ 
ny by five constitutional ex­ 
perts Monday amply displayed 
the complexities of legal ques­ 
tions posed by reinstating the 
death penalty. 
But Maddy. newly installed 
chairman, said. “I intend to 
move the bill along and not sit 
back and let the issue linger in 
the legislature.” 
Rapid action would permit 
proponents ample time to 
organize a drive to override 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr s 
promised veto of any bill 


reaching his desk or mount an 
initiative campaign. 
At the initial hearing, only 
broad constitutional issues 
were argued — not the specifics 
of rival bills introduced in the 
legislature 
One of the nation’s leading 
opponents of the death penalty, 
Stanford University law profes­ 
sor Anthony Amsterdam, gave 
the committee tips on what he 
thought should be included in 
the legislation. 
He said provisions should be

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Health authorities Monday de­ 
clared an outbreak of potential­ 
ly fatal measles an epidemic 
One death has been blamed 
on measles, authorities said, 
and the number of cases is run­ 
ning seven times as high as in 
the years before 1976 
“I would call it an epidemic, 
without quibbling.’’ said Dr. 
Shirley Fannin, chief county 
communicable disease control 
officer, noting that the peak 
measles period is still more 
than a month away. 


Since Oct. 15, the county has 
registered 350 cases of measles, 
including 151 cases in the past 
three weeks of rubeola — the 
“10 day measles” that is more 
dangerous than the “3-day or 
rubella variety. 
Rubeola measles can bring on 
pneumonia or encephalitis, a 
deterioration of the brain that 
can cause blindness, deafness 
or death A 9-month-old baby 
died of measles at Harbor 
General Hospital last week. Dr 
Fannin said, and an 18 month 
old child is recovering from 
measles encephalitis

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U.S. moves to provide fuel 
in cold-stricken sections 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The government, 
reacting to the severe winter freezing much of 
the country, has taken emergency steps to make 
available more of the fuels needed to heat 
homes. 
Acting 
Federal 
Energy 
Administrator 
Gorman Smith announced Monday his agency : 
— was ordering five refineries to make more 
home heating oil. at the expense of jet fuel 
production ; 
— will allow highest-priority users of propane, 
such as homes and hospitals, to get all they need 
through the winter; 
— Will help natural gas utilities get enough 
propane to fill the gap at peak demand, for the 
highest-priority users. 
“ Protection of the public health, safety and 
welfare requires these measures,” Smith said. 


“ even at the expense of some inconvenience.” 
The heating oil order applied to “ No. 1 oil,” 
which is kerosene — used by many homes in the 
coldest parts of the country. 
Smith said the initial orders for more produc­ 
tion of kerosene were going to refineries in 
Michigan, Wisconsin, North Dakota and Min­ 
nesota, the states most hurt by dwindling sup­ 
plies of kerosene. 
The F E A ’s propane actions were twofold : 
“ Priority One” users, including homes and 
hospitals, were given an allocation of 100 per 
cent of their needs, compared with the existing 
100 per cent of a base period a few years old. 
The agency also arranged to make more 
propane available for natural gas utilities, if 
they show they have curtailed all their low- 
priority users first. 
Florida governor asks disaster 
status for agricultural areas 


TALLAHASSEE. Fla (U PI) 
— Gov Reubin Askew asked 
the federal government Mon­ 
day to declare Florida an 
“ agriculture disaster area ' 
because of a cold wave that 
destroyed 95 per cent of the 
winter vegetable and 40 per 
cent of the citrus crops. 
If Askew's request is granted 
by the U S Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. Florida farmers will be 
eligible for Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration loans for resto­ 
ration and replacement of 
damaged property, crops and 
supplies at favorable interest 
rates 
The loans would be available 
to those who do not qualify for 
loans elsewhere 
The states 
farmers also would be eligible 
for emergency conservation 
funds and financial aid for 
crops and livestock. 
Askew made the plea on the 
recommendation of an Agricul­ 
ture 
Department emergency 


board that met in Gainesville. 
Frank Pope, chairman of the 
Agriculture Stabilization and 
Conservation Service’s Crop 
Damage Review Board, sent a 
message to Askew with the 
board's recommendation after 
hearing reports from 30 coun­ 
ties and nine agencies on the 
wide destruction and economic 
dislocation wreaked by the cold 
snap 
The board reported that 95 
per cent of the state’s winter 
vegetables. 40 per cent of the 
citrus . 25 per cent of the tree 
nurseries. 25 per cent of the 
sugar cane and 95 per cent of 
the tropical fish industry were 
wiped out by the subfreezing 
temperatures. 
Calling the freeze “ worse 
than" the one in 1962, Dr Ken 
Tefertiller, head of the Univer­ 
sity of Florida’s Institute of 


Food and Agricultural Sciences 
(IFAS), estimated the loss to 
the state's economy at $2 billion 
and said, because of a mul­ 
tiplier effect, the loss to the 
country would be $11 billion. 
Florida Agriculture Commis­ 
sioner Doyle Conner estimated 
35,000 field workers were un­ 
employed as a result of the 
vegetable losses and added that 
everything possible will be 
done, including a quick shift of 
some field workers into the 
citrus harvest, to save half­ 
frozen fruit.

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Basketball in Big Apple is a big lemon

NEW YORK (U P I) — One basketball team in this 
city is losing its shirt. The other one has spent all 
kinds of money for talent but isn’t doing much bet­ 
ter As far as professional basketball is concerned, 
New York isn’t the Big Apple anymore, it’s the Big 
Lemon 
When the Nets are at home in Nassau Coliseum, 
the place gives you the impression of some huge 
deserted bam because the team that won a cham­ 
pionship and played before noisy much fuller 
houses only eight'months ago, doesn’t draw flies 
now 
In the NBA for the first time in their existence 
after having won the ABA championship two of the 
last three years, the Nets had hoped to play at least 
on a par with the “big boys” this season, but they 
haven't come close. They're dead last in the Atlan­ 
tic Division of the Eastern Conference. The Nets 
are in the cellar strictly on merit, and when they 
finally snapped a 13-game losing streak with a 95-86 
win over the Chicago Bulls Sunday night, Tim Bas­ 


sett, one of their forwards, was moved to comment, 
“ Now maybe people won’t talk about us like we 
were dogs.” 
Some say the Nets need a doctor, like the Dr. J 
they had. Others claim even if the Nets by some 
miracle could get Julius Erving back from the 
Philadelphia 76ers, which isn’t at all likely, he 
wouldn't be able to turn around the team as it is 
made up now 
That probably is true because the Nets were prac­ 
tically custom built around Julius Erving before he 
decided not to play with them because he felt they 
weren't paying him enough. Nets’ owner Roy Boe 
felt Erving had a contract and should abide by it. 
He decided not to renegotiate it and then made a 
deal for Erving with the 76ers. It was a personal 
victory for Boe, but another victory like that and he 
may not have a basketball team anymore. 
To make the Nets respectable again, Boe will 
have to try to pick up some free agents who will be 
available at the end of the season. That will not only 
cost him some of the money he got for Erving, but 


he also will have to compensate the team or teams 
he gets those players from with other players, so he 
has a long, uphill road in front of him. 
With the Knicks, the problem is altogether dif­ 
ferent. 
Where the Nets have so little talent, the Knicks 
have so much. Too much, it seems at times. They 
went out and paid Buffalo $2.5 million for Bob 
McAdoo and Tom McMillen, giving up John 
Gianelli in the deal, after having purchased Jim 
McMillian and picking up his enormous contract 
from the Braves earlier. The addition of McAdoo to 
go along with such other high-priced star perform­ 
ers as Spencer Haywood, now recovering from an 
injury, Earl Monroe, Walt Frazier and McMillian 
provided the Knicks with an All-Star type line-up 
Part of the trouble is these All-Star types have 
forgotten the fundamentals of the game and 
another part of the trouble is they sometimes con­ 
centrate too much on those fundamentals. 
All of them want to show they’re pros, that 
they’re not selfish performers playing only for 


themselves. Instead of shooting, they’re passing the 
ball off. Everybody’s passing to the other guy. You 
never saw such good looking passes in your life. 
But. night after night, you see all of them with 
perfect 10 or 12-foot shot opportunities in front of 
them, shots most of them can make with their eyes 
closed, and what do they do? They pass off, to 
someone maybe five feet in front of the basket. 
Maybe they’re passing brilliantly, but they’re not 
scoring a nickel s worth, and all you have to do to 
confirm that is look at the standings. You’ll find the 
Knicks in third place in their division, the same one 
both the 76ers and Nets are in.

A different 
but Dave's 
life now, 
doing fine

It may be hopeless to try to find meaning in a tragedy, but 
Dave Famum thinks there may have been a purpose for the 
car accident in 1973 that left him a paraplegic. 
Famum, then 18, had graduated from Lompoc High that 
June His plans were to attend Allan Hancock College and 
play on the school’s football and basketball beams. 
Cal Poly. UCSB and Pepperdine wanted him to play ball at 
their schools, but he felt he wouldn’t get in the playing time. 
For although he played varsity football, basketball and track 
in high school, he knew he had not yet matured enough as an 
athlete to compete with top college and university players. 
But the car accident ended any plans of competing in 
college or professional sports. 
At around 3 p m on August 19, 1973 — during the summer 
between high school and Hancock College — Farnum was 
driving back from Los Angeles with three buddies. They 
were on Highway 101 near Ventura when, according to 
reports, he fell asleep at the wheel, the car spun off the road 
and overturned. 
His friends recovered from their serious injuries, but Far- 
num’s spine was broken and he hasn’t walked since. 
“ I don't have any bitterness (about his paralysis),” he 
remarked recently. “ Really. I think I ’d rather have had this 
happen to me rather than anyone else who was involved in 
the accident I felt I was responsible for them.” 
Famum spoke in a gentle manner as he sat in a wheelchair 
in the living room of the home of his folks. David and Holly 
Famum of 121 Somerset Place It was in this same house, 
three years ago. that he discovered the possible reason for 
his crippling handicap 
He had just been released from the Santa Barbara 
Memorial Rehabilitation Foundation and began talking with 
his mother about what he could make of his life now, and 
why was it he had not broken an arm in the accident instead 
It was really a one-sided conversation because he was ask­ 
ing and answering the questions at the same time. 
“ I said maybe God didn’t want me to be a track star or a 
football player.” he recounted. “ Maybe He wanted me to do 
something else.” 
That something else God may have wanted him to do, he 
thinks, was to be a lawyer. 
As a boy, Famum had been interested in law, lawyers and 
Perry Mason on tv. This interest, however, subsided in high 
school when he began playing sports. He got so heavily into 
shooting baskets and running sprints that he neglected his 
academic work, he admits 


Famum did attend Hancock He started in February 1974 
and transferred a year later to UC Riverside, where he 
currently majors in political science, concentrating in 
political philosophy. He expects to be graduated in a year or 
so and then attend law school at UC Berkeley. 
He is unsure what kind of law he will practice: it sticks in 
his mind to be an attorney “ for the people.” 
“ I ’ve always wanted fairness to come about,” Farnum 
said thoughtfully. “ If I wasn’t right 1 thought it best to admit 
it. You must face the truth.” 
This is how the polite, former athlete thinks, but it took 
him a long time to face the truth that he would never walk 
again. 
When the doctors told him the bad news, he reacted, “ No. I 
can move.” 
Friends visited him. but he felt their relationship had 
changed He responded by saying to himself, “ Look. I can 
stand.” 
It took time — and with incidents like him scalding his legs 
and not knowing it until blisters ballooned up — but he did 
settle down to living his life as a paraplegic. 
Since then Dave says he has “ learned to appreciate my 
friends more and doing simple things. I learned to ap­ 
preciate the use of my arms and hands. There are people at 
UC Riverside who can only move their necks.” 
And he has realized that “ we think of our hands and legs as 
being the only way to experience life, but we experience life 
through our souls most importantly." 
A poem he once read touched on this theme, he said. It said 
in effect that "the blind can see a beauty we can’t, the deaf 
can hear a melody we don’t and the dumb can understand 
things we can’t.” 
Dave resides alone in an apartment in Riverside He per­ 
forms minor repairs and maintenance on his car and cooks 
his own meals. He insists on being independent and doing for 
himself, though his family would like to do more for him 
than he will allow. 
He does not live in a specially adapted apartment for the 
handicapped because he prefers to learn to adjust to the 
world. 
“ It's not always going to adjust to me," he commented 
In 1976, he participated in the California Wheelchair 
Games, entering four events and placing first the bench 
press category with a respectable 220 press. And although 
the experience has shown him he can still compete in 
athletics, he has no special plans to be in the 1977 games. 
Farnum has something else on hts mind now, something 
that won t subside this time. 


AS A SEN IO R at Lompoc High in ’72-’73, 
Famum averaged 14.1 points and was 
named to the All-League first team It 
was Lompoc’s last basketball cham­ 
pionship Mike Bratz, now at Stanford, 
also played on the team.

A Rocky Marciano is the only heavyweight champion who ever 
went through his entire professional career (49 bouts) without a 
loss or a draw 
It’s true Tunney never was beaten as a 
heavyweight, but he lost a 15-round bout to Harry Greb on May 23, 
1922 for the American light heavyweight title It was his only loss 
He beat Greb the next year 


Q Is it legal for the kicker to drop-kick the ball for the point 
after touchdown, or must someone hold it for him9 Is the dropkick 
still legal in the NFL? — Norman Haggard, Covington, Ky. 
A The dropkick is within the realm of possibility on any level of 
football - that is. it’s perfectly legal The dropkick vogue becarfte 
extinct after the football was tapered down to very pointed ex­ 
tremities, making the art of dropping the ball and getting a toe into 
it at the right spot very difficult. However, there are some 
dropkick aficionados who profess to seeing a return of the art, 
claiming that even the slimmed down ball can be manipulated, and 
pointed out that the dropkick frees an extra man for blocking pur­ 
poses.
